Synopsis: The local conflict of laws, K.S.A. 75-4301a et 
seq., do not impute substantial interests of local govern-
ment officials or employees in businesses or persons 
that are connected to businesses or persons in which 
they do have substantial interests. Under the facts pro-
vided, contracts for the sale of real estate, when let for 
bid by publication, must be published in the official 
municipal newspaper to meet the requirements K.S.A. 
75-4304(d)(1).
Cited herein: K.S.A. 75-4301a, K.S.A. 75-4304, and Opin-
ion 2015-06.
Dear Mr. Bengtson,

In response to your August 3, 2017, letter request, this 
opinion is provided by the Kansas Governmental Ethics 
Commission (commission), concerning application of the 
local conflict of interest law, K.S.A. 75-4301a et seq. The 
commission’s jurisdiction is limited to applicability of 
this law. This opinion, provided pursuant to K.S.A. 75-
4303a(a), does not address whether some other statutory 
system, common law theory, or agency rule or regulation 
applies to your inquiry.

Factual Statement
We understand that you request this opinion as city at-

torney for the City of Salina, Kansas. The following facts 
are provided with your inquiry:

•	 [Question 1] A member of the Salina’s governing 
body is a medical doctor employed by Salina Re-
gional Health Center, Inc. (“SRHC”), and received 
compensation from SRHC in the form of taxable 
income of more than $2,000. Another member of 
the Salina’s governing body is married to a med-
ical doctor employed by SRHC. During calendar 
year 2016 this doctor received compensation from 
Salina Regional Health Center in the form of taxable 
income of more than $2,000. We understand each 
them have a substantial interest in SRHC under 
K.S.A. 75-4301a(a)(2). The Salina Regional Health 
Foundation (the “Foundation”) is a separate Kansas 
not-for-profit corporation and a corporate member 
of SRHC.

•	 [Question 2] A different governing body member 
was determined in Governmental Ethics Commis-
sion Opinion 2015-06 to have a substantial interest 
in Kelly Dunn Construction, Inc., whether by vir-
tue of commissions exceeding $2,000 paid to his 
spouse by that business for services rendered as a 
real estate agent, or as the customer or client pay-
ing commissions which aggregated to an amount in 
excess of $2,000 in the preceding year under K.S.A. 
75-4301(a)(5). This member currently has a substan-
tial interest in Kelly Dunn Construction, Inc. Mag-
nolia Hills, Inc., is a Kansas for-profit corporation. 
Its annual report indicates Kelly R. Dunn is presi-
dent and a director of the corporation, and identi-
fies real estate development as the nature and kind 
of business in which the corporation is engaged. KC 
Development LLC is a Kansas limited liability com-
pany. The most recent annual report, filed February 
9, 2017, indicates Kelly R. Dunn is a member who 
owns five percent or more of capital in the limited 
liability company.

•	 [Question 3] This governing body member’s spouse 
continues to be a Kansas licensed real estate agent 
associated as an independent contractor of Todd 
E. Welsh, a Kansas licensed real estate broker (the 
“Broker,” as defined in K.S.A. 58-3035(f)), doing 
business as the brokerage firm SalinaHomes.com, 
Inc., a Kansas for-profit corporation (the “Broker-
age Firm,” as defined in K.S.A. 58-30-102(e)). The 
Brokerage Firm’s annual report indicates that Mr. 
Welsh holds the positions of officer and director of 
the corporation and identifies “RE AGENT BRO-
KER” as the nature and kind of business in which 
the corporation is engaged.

The governing body member’s current Statement of 
Substantial Interests form identifies “Salina Homes, Inc.” 
in the “Receipt of Compensation” section. We request the 
Commission’s advisory opinion as to whether the gov-
erning body member actually has a substantial interest 
under K.S.A. 75-4301a(a)(2) in SalinaHomes.com, Inc., 
based upon the following summary of his spouse’s finan-
cial arrangement with the Brokerage Firm.
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The spouse pays to the Brokerage Firm: (a) a fixed, 
monthly, “desk” fee; (b) an administrative fee based 
upon a percentage of any share of a brokerage fee pay-
able by the Brokerage Firm to the spouse; and (c) a fixed-
charge per transaction to reimburse the Brokerage Firm 
for certain insurance expense.

At closing of a sale transaction, the closing agent (com-
monly a title company or bank) deducts the brokerage 
fee from the seller’s proceeds and disburses by check 
payable to the Brokerage Firm the share of the broker-
age fee payable to the Brokerage Firm and, if applicable, 
disburses by separate check the share of the brokerage 
fee payable to another Brokerage firm representing the 
purchaser. The share of the brokerage fee payable to the 
Brokerage Firm, less the administrative fee and the fixed 
charge described above, is then paid by the Brokerage 
Firm to the governing body member’s spouse. The Bro-
kerage Firm annually issues a Form 1099 to the spouse 
which reports taxable income received by her.

•	 [Question 4] Todd Welsh, Inc., is a Kansas for-profit 
corporation. The annual report indicates that Todd 
Welsh holds the positions of officer and director of 
the corporation and identifies “Real Estate Sales” as 
the nature and kind of business in which the corpo-
ration is engaged.

•	 [Question 5] From time to time, the City of Salina 
has and will sell real estate that it has determined 
to be surplus. To do so, the City has and will list 
the property for sale by all members of the Saline 
Multiple Listing Service, Inc. Any offer to purchase 
the City’s surplus real estate within the parameters 
established by the governing body, has and will be 
considered, and the members have and will vote 
on the making of a contract of sale of the proper-
ty. As required by K.S.A. 58-30,110: “The disclosure 
of the brokerage relationship between all licens-
ees involved and the seller and buyer shall be in-
cluded in any contract for sale and in any lot res-
ervation agreement.” In the case of future sales of 
City-owned real estate listed on the Salina Multiple 
Listing Service, the buyer will be represented by a 
buyer’s agent in the transaction (for example, the 
City recently entered into a contract of sale for an 
individual residential lot. The property was listed 
for sale with the local real estate brokerage firm of 
RE/MAX Advantage Realtors, Inc., and was listed 
on the Salina Multiple Listing Service. Todd Welsh, 
Inc., was the buyer).

•	 [Questions 6–7] The City has and will utilize either 
of the described approaches when offering City-
owned real estate for sale. While the Salina Multiple 
Listing Service database of properties listed is di-
rectly available only to its member licensed realtors, 
the same information for all Salina Multiple Listing 
Service listings is available through the public web-
sites of a number of its member real estate broker-
age firms.

Questions
1.	 Two governing body members both have a substan-

tial interest in Salina Regional Health Center, Inc. 
Do they have a substantial interest in Salina Region-

al Heath Foundation based upon the relationship 
between Salina Regional Health Center, Inc., and 
Salina Regional Health Foundation?

2.	 Another governing body member, whose spouse is 
a real estate agent, has a substantial interest in Kelly 
Dunn Construction, Inc. Does he also then have a 
substantial interest in Magnolia Hills, Inc., KC De-
velopment LLC, or Kelly R. Dunn doing business as 
a sole proprietorship, based upon the involvement 
of Kelly R. Dunn in each of those businesses?

3.	 Does this governing body member have a substan-
tial interest in SalinaHomes.com, Inc?

4.	 If this governing body member has a substantial in-
terest in SalinaHomes.com, Inc., does he also then 
have a substantial interest in Todd Welsh, Inc., 
based upon the involvement of the same principal 
in each of those businesses?

5.	 If a purchaser of real estate from Salina, under a 
contract of sale, is represented in the transaction by 
a buyer’s agent as defined by K.S.A. 58-30,102(f), 
is the buyer’s agent also regarded as a party to the 
contract of sale between Salina and the purchaser 
for purposes of the application of K.S.A. 75-4304(a)?

6.	 If the governing body, by publication in the official 
city newspaper, causes city-owned real estate to be 
advertised for sale with an invitation for interest-
ed parties to submit bids for consideration by the 
governing body, does a resulting contract of sale 
constitute a contract “let after competitive bidding 
has been advertised for by published notice” under 
K.S.A. 75-4304(d)(1)?

7.	 If the governing body lists city-owned real estate for 
sale with a local real estate brokerage firm, the real 
estate is listed for sale on the local Multiple Listing 
Service, and the governing body receives one or 
more offers for the purchase of the property in re-
sponse to the property being listed for sale on the 
local Multiple Listing Service, does a resulting con-
tract of sale constitute a contract “let after compet-
itive bidding has been advertised for by published 
notice” under K.S.A. 75-4304(d)(1)?

Analysis and Opinion
Governing body members for Salina are local govern-

mental officers as defined by K.S.A. 75-4301a(d): “‘Local 
governmental officer’ means any elected or appointed of-
ficer of any governmental subdivision or any of its agen-
cies.” Such officers are required to disclose substantial in-
terests by statements filed pursuant to, and in accordance 
with, K.S.A. 75-4302a. As defined in K.S.A. 75-4301a(a),

“[s]ubstantial interest” means any of the follow-
ing: (1) If an individual or an individual’s spouse, 
either individually or collectively, has owned 
within the preceding 12 months a legal or equita-
ble interest exceeding $5,000 or 5% of any business, 
whichever is less, the individual has a substantial 
interest in that business.

(2) If an individual or an individual’s spouse, 
either individually or collectively, has received 

(continued)
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during the preceding calendar year compensation 
which is or will be required to be included as tax-
able income on federal income tax returns of the 
individual and spouse in an aggregate amount of 
$2,000 from any business or combination of busi-
nesses, the individual has a substantial interest in 
that business or combination of businesses.

(3) If an individual or an individual’s spouse, 
either individually or collectively, has received in 
the preceding 12 months, without reasonable and 
valuable consideration, goods or services having 
an aggregate value of $500 or more from a business 
or combination of businesses, the individual has a 
substantial interest in that business or combination 
of businesses.

(4) If an individual or an individual’s spouse 
holds the position of officer, director, associate, 
partner or proprietor of any business, other than an 
organization exempt from federal taxation of corpo-
rations under section 501(c)(3), (4), (6), (7), (8), (10) 
or (19) of chapter 26 of the United States code, the 
individual has a substantial interest in that busi-
ness, irrespective of the amount of compensation 
received by the individual or individual’s spouse.

(5) If an individual or an individual’s spouse 
receives compensation which is a portion or per-
centage of each separate fee or commission paid 
to a business or combination of businesses, the 
individual has a substantial interest in any client 
or customer who pays fees or commissions to the 
business or combination of businesses from which 
fees or commissions the individual or the individ-
ual’s spouse, either individually or collectively, 
received an aggregate of $2,000 or more in the pre-
ceding calendar year.

In Opinion No. 2015-06, we stated that a Salina city 
commissioner had a substantial interest in a company 
that paid his spouse over $2,000 for realtor services. The 
facts provided did not specify whether the company paid 
his spouse directly or paid her through the spouse’s bro-
ker. We assumed his spouse was paid indirectly, through 
the broker, for discussion purposes and indicated a sub-
stantial interest existed in the company, whether the 
company paid directly or indirectly, pursuant to K.S.A. 
75-4301a(a)(2) and (a)(5), respectively.

1.	 Two governing body members both have a substan-
tial interest in Salina Regional Health Center, Inc. 
Do they have a substantial interest in Salina Region-
al Heath Foundation based upon the relationship 
between Salina Regional Health Center, Inc., and 
Salina Regional Health Foundation?

In response to your first question, neither governing 
body members, nor their spouses, have a position with 
or have received anything of value from Salina Regional 
Health Foundation that creates a substantial interest. The 
Foundation is a corporate member of Salina Regional 
Health Center, in which both governing body members 
have a substantial interest. A nexus between the Foun-
dation and SRHC does not meet any of the statutory 
definitions of a substantial interest when viewed from 
the governing body members’ perspective. A substantial 

interest doesn’t exist for either in the Foundation. Fur-
ther, the local conflict of interest laws doesn’t impute a 
substantial interest to either governing body member in 
the Foundation because of the connection between the 
Foundation and SRHC.

2.	 Another governing body member, whose spouse is 
a real estate agent, has a substantial interest in Kelly 
Dunn Construction, Inc. Does he also then have a 
substantial interest in Magnolia Hills, Inc., KC De-
velopment LLC, or Kelly R. Dunn doing business as 
a sole proprietorship, based upon the involvement 
of Kelly R. Dunn in each of those businesses?

Similarly, a substantial interest is not imputed to a gov-
erning body member in Magnolia Hills, Inc., KC Devel-
opment LLC, or Kelly R. Dunn, doing business as a sole 
proprietor, because those businesses have connections to 
Kelly Dunn Construction, Inc., a business in which a gov-
erning body member present has a substantial interest, 
as indicated by the facts provided. The governing body 
member and his spouse do not hold a position in, nor 
have they received from Magnolia Hills, Inc., KC Devel-
opment LLC, and Kelly R. Dunn, a sole proprietor, that 
otherwise creates a substantial interest.

3.	 Does this governing body member have a substan-
tial interest in SalinaHomes.com, Inc.?

4.	 If this governing body member has a substantial in-
terest in SalinaHomes.com, Inc., does he also then 
have a substantial interest in Todd Welsh, Inc., 
based upon the involvement of the same principal 
in each of those businesses?

Further, the governing body member does not have a 
substantial interest in SalinaHomes.com, Inc., or Todd 
Welsh, Inc., since he and his spouse did not receive any-
thing of value from, nor does either hold a position with 
those businesses that meets the definition of a substan-
tial interest pursuant to K.S.A. 75-4301a(a). The nexus 
between SalinaHomes.com, Inc., and Todd Welsh, Inc., 
does not create any substantial interest.

5.	 If a purchaser of real estate from Salina, under a 
contract of sale, is represented in the transaction by 
a buyer’s agent as defined by K.S.A. 58-30,102(f), 
is the buyer’s agent also regarded as a party to the 
contract of sale between the City and the purchaser 
for purposes of the application of K.S.A. 75-4304(a)?

Although the language in K.S.A. 75-4304(a) is suffi-
ciently ambiguous to suggest that a person involved in 
the making of a contract, other than a party to a contract, 
may invoke its prohibition upon a local government offi-
cial or employee, the unambiguous language in subsec-
tion (b) limits its prohibition to a person or business who 
is party to a contract. Since the conflict addressed by both 
subsections is to avoid a contract between a local gov-
ernment official or employee and a person or business in 
which the official or employee has a substantial interest, 
the two subsections should apply consistently. For this 
reason, a buyer’s agent is not a party to a contract for the 
purchase of real estate for purposes of K.S.A. 75-4304(a).

6.	 If the governing body, by publication in the official 
city newspaper, causes city-owned real estate to be

advertised for sale with an invitation for interest-
ed parties to submit bids for consideration by the 
governing body, does a resulting contract of sale 
constitute a contract “let after competitive bidding 
has been advertised for by published notice” under 
K.S.A. 75-4304(d)(1)?

7.	 If the governing body lists city-owned real estate for 
sale with a local real estate brokerage firm, the real 
estate is listed for sale on the local Multiple Listing 
Service, and the governing body receives one or 
more offers for the purchase of the property in re-
sponse to the property being listed for sale on the 
local Multiple Listing Service, does a resulting con-
tract of sale constitute a contract “let after compet-
itive bidding has been advertised for by published 
notice” under K.S.A. 75-4304(d)(1)?

The term “Contracts” is defined by K.S.A. 75-4301(g): 
“’Contracts’ means agreements including but not limited 
to sales and conveyances of real and personal property 
and agreements for the performance of services.” For 
purposes of K.S.A. 75-4304(d), contracts include those for 
real estate. We find the subparagraph (d)(1) publication 
requirement may be met by advertising for bid by pub-
lished notice in the official city newspaper, and a contract 
is developed as a result after the governing body receives 
one or more offers for the purchase. The subparagraph 
(d)(1) publication requirement would not be met by a 
real estate agent listing the property through the Multi-
ple Listing Service.

Adoption of K.A.R. 92-12-148. K.A.R. 92-12-148 refers to 
the tax credit application contributors are required to fill out.

Adoption of K.A.R. 92-12-149. K.A.R. 92-12-149 out-
lines how scholarship-granting organizations submit 
quarterly reports.
Economic Impact:

Private businesses currently structured as a pass-
through entity will now be able to make contributions 
to the program. Private citizens will now be able to make 
contributions to the program.

The fiscal impact of 2017 SB 19 for the changes made 
to this program is anticipated to be approximately $9.5 
million. The program currently awards approximately 
$500,000 in tax credits each year but could reach the cap 
of $10.0 million due to expanding program eligibility.

All 
interested parties will be given a reasonable opportunity 
to present their views, orally or in writing, concerning 
the proposed regulations during the public hearing. In 
order to provide all parties with an opportunity to pres-
ent their views, it may be necessary to request each par-
ticipant limit any oral presentations to five minutes.

Any individual with a disability may request accom-
modation in order to participate in the public hearing and 
may request the proposed regulations being considered 
and the economic impact statement in an accessible for-
mat.

From the 
street, both the West entrance to the building on Jackson 
Street and the North entrance on 8th Street are accessible.

A summary of the proposed new regulations and their 
economic impact follows:

K.A.R. 100-76-1. Fees The purpose of this regulation 
is to establish fees to be collected by the Board for initial 
applications for licensure from acupuncturists, renewal 
of licensure, late renewals, reinstatement of licensure, 
certified copy of license, written verification of licensure, 
and conversions from one type of licensure to another.

K.A.R. 100-76-2. Licensure by Examination The pur-
pose of this regulation is to advise potential applicants 
of the examination requirements set by the Board. This 
regulation explains which components of the national 
certification commission for acupuncture and oriental 
medicine (“NCCAO”). It also advises applicants of the 
requirement of having a clean needle technique (“CNT”) 
certificate issued within the previous six years.

K.A.R. 100-76-3. Waiver of Examination and Education 
The purpose of this regulation is to provide guidance to ap-
plicants who are applying for licensure through the grand-
fathering option. This regulation provides information 
regarding the documentation required by the Board to de-
termine the applicant’s prior education and examinations 
and whether they qualify based upon this information for 
licensure without having formal education and/or training.

K.A.R. 100-76-4. Exempt License; unprofessional 
conduct The purpose of this regulation is to advise in-
dividuals with an exempt license the limitations that are 
imposed on that license. The regulation also provides in-
formation regarding the continuing duties of the license 
to advise the Board of any changes in their proposed 
professional activities. This regulation also sets forth the 
continuing education requirements for an individual 
who has held an exempt license for less than two years to 
convert the license to an active license.

K.A.R. 100-76-5. Professional Liability Insurance The 
purpose of this regulation is to advise applicants for li-
censure in acupuncture that they are required to main-
tain professional liability insurance while they have an 
active license. This regulation also sets forth the mini-
mum coverage requirements.

K.A.R. 100-76-6. Continuing Education The purpose 
of this regulation is to give guidance to licensees regard-
ing the required continuing education necessary to main-
tain licensure. The regulation gives information regard-

ing the number of hours and the types of hours accepted 
as proof of continuing education.

K.A.R. 100-76-7. Unprofessional conduct; definitions The 
purpose of this regulation is to advise acupuncture licensees 
of conduct that the Board has determined to be prohibited.

K.A.R. 100-76-8. Professional incompetency; defi-
nitions The purpose of this regulation is to advise acu-
puncture licensees of the definition of incompetency and 
the multitude of ways that incompetency can be deter-
mined, by either gross or ordinary negligence.

K.A.R. 100-76-9. Patient records; adequacy The pur-
pose of this regulation is to advise acupuncture licensees 
of the specific requirements that are to be contained in 
each patient record.

K.A.R. 100-76-10. Release of records The purpose of 
this regulation is to advise acupuncture licensees of their 
obligation to provide copies of patient records to the pa-
tient or a patient’s legal representative upon a signed re-
lease. It also advises licensees that under certain circum-
stances they can refuse to release the records directly to 
the patient, but can provide the records to another licens-
ee designated by the patient. Additionally, the regulation 
advises licensees that they may charge for coping patient 
records, but are not allowed to condition the furnishing of 
the record to the patient upon prepayment of these costs.

K.A.R. 100-76-11. Free offers The purpose of this regu-
lation is to advise acupuncture licensees of the limitations 
on performing free examinations, services or procedures 
and that if the appointment with the patient expands be-
yond the free offer, the licensee must explain to the pa-
tient any additional examination, service or procedure 
and the approximate cost of such examination, service or 
procedure before proceeding.

K.A.R. 100-76-12. Business transactions with patients; 
unprofessional conduct This regulation advises acu-
puncture licensees of the limitations on entering into or 
offering other business opportunities to their patients. 
It also advises licensees that offering to sell non-health 
related goods or services to a patient at the location the 
licensee regularly practices is considered unprofessional 
conduct. The regulation provides exceptions to this rule.

Costs to the State Board of Healing Arts are expected 
to be minimal for the daily administration of this license. 
Additional costs will be incurred by the Board for inves-
tigation of complaints made to the Board regarding acu-
puncturists, as well as additional costs for litigation of 
investigations deemed to show that such licensee of the 
Board has violated the practice act.

There are no anticipated costs to other Governmental 
Agencies or upon private businesses. Individuals who 
wish to practice acupuncture in the state of Kanas will 
now be required to obtain licensure from the Board to 
engage in that profession, therefore the acupuncturists 
will bear the costs of licensure. There may be a minimal 
economic impact to the public if the practitioners choose 
to pass these costs on to their patients.

Article 2.—AGRICULTURAL SEED

4-2-3. Sampling procedure. (a) Each of the following 
terms, as used in this regulation, shall have the meaning 
specified in this subsection:

(1) “Free-flowing seed” means any agricultural seed 
that readily sheds the husks, hulls, awns, bran, and other 
plant parts while being conditioned, allowing the seeds 
to move freely and independently of each other.

(2) “Non-free-flowing seed” means any agricultural 
seed that, because of attached husks, hulls, awns, bran, 
and other plant parts that do not readily separate from 
the seed while being conditioned, tends to bind togeth-
er, preventing the seeds from moving independently of 
each other.

(3) “Seed” means agricultural seed as defined in K.S.A. 
2-1415, and amendments thereto.

(b) To obtain a representative sample, equal portions 
shall be taken from evenly distributed parts of the lot 
to be sampled based on the type of seed and number of 
containers, unless the seed is stored or piled in a manner 
that makes taking a representative sample impossible or 
impractical.

(c) For free-flowing seed in bags or bulk, a probe or 
trier long enough to sample all portions of the bag shall 
be used.

(d) All non-free-flowing seed, including uncleaned 
agricultural seed and chaffy range grasses that are diffi-
cult to sample with a probe or trier, shall be sampled by 
thrusting the hand into the bulk and withdrawing repre-
sentative portions.

(e) The portions collected from a single lot shall be 
combined into one or more composite samples.

(f) As the seed is sampled, each portion shall be exam-
ined. If a lack of uniformity appears to exist, addition-
al samples shall be taken to determine whether a lack 
of uniformity exists. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 
2-1427; implementing K.S.A. 2-1416 and K.S.A. 2016 
Supp. 2-1423; effective Jan. 1, 1966; amended Oct. 6, 2017.)
4-2-8. Methods of analyses. (a) Subject to the provi-

sions of subsections (f), (g), and (h) of this regulation, 
the methods of analysis shall be those published by the 
association of official seed analysts in the following sec-
tions of volume 1 of the “AOSA rules for testing seeds,” 
titled “principles and procedures,” including all tables 
and charts, dated October 1, 2016 and hereby adopted 
by reference:

(1) Section 2, preparation of working samples, except 
page 2-60;

(2) section 3, the purity analysis, except page 3-30;
(3) section 4, uniform classification of weed and crop 

seeds;
(4) section 5, examinations;
(5) section 6, germination tests;
(6) section 8, tetrazolium testing;
(7) section 12, mechanical seed counts; and

(8) section 14, tolerances, except subsection 14.10.
(b) Volume 2 of the association of official seed analysts’ 

“AOSA rules for testing seeds,” titled “uniform blowing 
procedure,” revised 2015, is hereby adopted by refer-
ence, except page ii, section 1, and section 8.

(c) Volume 3 of the association of official seed analysts’ 
“AOSA rules for testing seeds,” titled “uniform classifi-
cation of weed and crop seeds,” revised 2016, is hereby 
adopted by reference, except pages i-iii and viii-xiv.

(d) Volume 4 of the association of official seed analysts’ 
“AOSA rules for testing seeds,” titled “seedling evalua-
tion,” including illustrations, dated 2016, is hereby ad-
opted by reference, except pages i-vi; page 18; the “refer-
ences” sections on pages 22, 41, 46, 58, 62, 67, 98, 109, and 
115; and pages 135-139.

(e) The “AOSA/SCST tetrazolium testing handbook,” 
prepared by the tetrazolium subcommittee of the associ-
ation of official seed analysts and the society of commer-
cial seed technologists, including tables and illustrations, 
2010 edition, is hereby adopted by reference, except pag-
es i-viii; in part 1, subsections 1, 3, 7, and 15.2; part 4; and 
part 5.

(f) For the purpose of this regulation, the term “nox-
ious-weed seed” used in the material adopted by refer-
ence in this regulation shall mean “restricted weed seed” 
as defined in K.S.A. 2-1415 and amendments thereto.

(g) For the purpose of this regulation, the term “purity 
tolerances” used in the material adopted by reference in 
this regulation shall mean “the greatest non-significant 
difference between two values, which may be two esti-
mates or a specification and an estimate.”

All other terms used in the material adopted by refer-
ence in this regulation shall have the meanings specified 
in the adopted portions of the “AOSA rules for testing 
seeds,” unless a term is defined by K.S.A. 2-1415 and 
amendments thereto, in which case the term shall have 
the meaning specified in that statute.

(h) The following restrictions shall apply in addition to 
tolerances for the testing of seed in section 14 adopted by 
reference in paragraph (a)(8) of this regulation:

(1) Restricted weed seed tolerances shall not exceed the 
limitations specified in K.S.A. 2-1415 and amendments 
thereto.

(2) No tolerance shall be applied to any seed compo-
nent that is guaranteed as “none” on the label. (Autho-
rized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 2-1427; implementing K.S.A. 
2016 Supp. 2-1423; effective Jan. 1, 1966; amended May 
1, 1983; amended Jan. 1, 1989; amended Dec. 12, 1994; 
amended Jan. 18, 2008; amended Oct. 6, 2017.)
4-2-17a. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2-1427; implement-

ing K.S.A. 2-1425 as amended by 1989 HB 2133; effective,

Oct. 6, 2017.)
4-2-21. Registration fees for wholesalers and retail-

ers. (a) Each wholesaler shall pay a registration fee of 
$250 for each location at which the wholesaler is doing 
business.

(b) Each retailer shall pay a registration fee of $30 for 
each location at which the retailer is doing business.

(c) Each person registering as both a wholesaler and a 
retailer at the same location shall pay a registration fee 
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of $280 for each location at which the person is doing 
business. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 2-1421a and 
2-1427; implementing K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 2-1421a; effec-
tive Oct. 6, 2017.)

Article 9.—HOURS; LEAVES; EMPLOYEE- 
MANAGEMENT RELATIONS

1-9-7b. Military leave; voluntary or involuntary 
service with reserve component of the armed forces. 
(a)(1) Each employee in a classified or unclassified po-
sition that is eligible for benefits who is a member of a 
reserve component of the military service of the United 
States shall be granted a maximum of 30 working days of 
military leave with pay for required military duty within 
each 12-month period beginning October 1 and ending 
September 30 of the following year. 

(2) For the purpose of this regulation, “required mili-
tary duty” shall mean any period of active duty, inactive 
duty, or full-time national guard duty, or any other ap-
propriate duty status as determined by the director, that 
is required of the employee.

(b) Required military duty in excess of 30 working 
days within the 12-month period specified in subsection 
(a) shall be charged to military leave without pay or, at 
the employee’s request, to appropriate accrued leave. 

(c) Each request for military leave shall be submitted 
to the appointing authority with as much notice as pos-
sible under the circumstances of the required military 
duty. Whenever possible, an appropriate military order 
or duty document shall be received by the appointing au-
thority before military leave is authorized. 

(d) Each employee in a classified or unclassified po-
sition that is eligible for benefits shall be granted mili-
tary leave without pay or, at the employee’s request, 
appropriate accrued leave for the purpose of induction, 
entrance, or examination for entrance into a reserve com-
ponent. Notice to the appointing authority shall be pro-
vided as prescribed by the appointing authority. Upon 
completion of the induction, entrance, or examination, 
the employee shall return to state employment as pre-
scribed in subsection (f).

(e) Upon release from a period of service under subsec-
tion (a), (b), or (d) or upon discharge from hospitalization 
for or convalescence from an illness or injury incurred in 
or aggravated during the service, each employee shall be 
permitted to return to one of the following positions:

(1) The position in which the employee would have 
been employed if the employee had not been absent; or

(2) a position with status and pay similar to the status 
and pay that the employee would have had if the em-
ployee had not been absent for those purposes. If the 
employee is not qualified to perform the duties of the 
position by reason of disability sustained while absent 

in accordance with this regulation but is qualified to per-
form the duties of any other position, the employee shall 
be offered employment in a position comparable to the 
former position, in status and pay.

(f)(1) Except as provided in paragraph (f)(2), when re-
turning from periods of required military duty or upon 
completion of the induction, entrance, or examination for 
entrance into a reserve component, the employee shall 
report for work as follows:

Period of Absence
(in consecutive days)

Return to Work
Following Release From a 
Period of Service

1-30
First full, regularly scheduled day 
after release

31-180 Within 14 days of release
181+ Within 90 days of release

(2) The time periods specified in paragraph (f)(1) may 
be extended to no more than two years from the date of 
release from a period of service to accommodate a period 
of hospitalization or convalescence resulting from a ser-
vice-connected injury or illness. To the extent practicable, 
the employee shall inform the appointing authority of 
any change in the date on which the employee is antic-
ipated to return to work. The appointing authority may 
request documentation from the employee’s command-
ing officer or the employee’s licensed health or mental 
health care provider of the date on which the employee 
is released from a period of service and of the reasons the 
employee will not be able to return to work following the 
employee’s release from a period of service. 

(g) Military leave shall be counted as part of the em-
ployee’s length of service as prescribed in K.A.R. 1-2-46. 
Sick leave, vacation leave, and holiday credit shall not be 
earned or accrued during a period of required military 
duty when military leave without pay has been granted. 

(h) For purposes of this regulation, each reference to 
the military reserve of the United States shall be consid-
ered to include members of the national guard. (Autho-
rized by K.S.A. 75-3706 and K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-3747; 
implementing K.S.A. 75-3707 and 75-3746; effective
